what is right. The same is true about 
sanctification and the baptism of \the 
Holy Ghost. The ministry is responsible 
for the larger part of the confusion of the 
day. 


Back to the text, John 17:22, “That 


they may be one, even as we are one.” 
This was not the world that our Lord was 
praying for but those that He had called 
out of the world to carry the great love 
to the world. It makes us almost weep 
when we think of the differences among 
those who have gone out to the lost world 
to preach the gospel. 


When it comes to water baptism some 
may sprinkle or pour and some say im- 
merse.

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OPPORTUNITY REJECTED 


“As he (Paul) reasoned of righteous- 
ness, temperance, and judgment to come, 
Felix trembled, and answered, Go thy way 
for this time; when I have a convenient 
season, I will call for thee.” Acts 24: 
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Felix had summoned Paul, the prison- 
er, to hear from his lips the story of Jesus 
Christ. The wife of Felix was a Jewess 
and he wanted her to hear Paul, but as 
Paul proclaimed to them the message of 
salvation and of righteousness and judg- 
ment, Felix trembled, and said, ““Go thy 
way for this time.” He heard a message 
from the lips of Paul that he had not ex- 
pected to hear. No doubt he was con- 
science-stricken, for the Word of God 
is a discerner of the thoughts and intents 
of the heart. 


Paul had been accused by the Jews | 


and put into prison for declaring the 
truth of the gospel. Taking with him a 
Greek who had been converted, Paul had 
gone into the temple and preached Christ 
and the resurrection of the dead. The 
mob would have slain him had he not 
been rescued out of their hands by the 
Roman soldiers. No doubt Felix thought 
Paul would present his cause and declare 
what issues had arisen between himself 
and the Jews that had put him into this 
trouble, that Felix might lend his influ- 
ence to secure his release. Perhaps also he 
wanted to hear him recite the cause and 
principles of Christianity before Drusilla, 
his wife, that she might know how it 


differed from the Jews’ religion. But Paul’ 


was not so interested in his own welfare 
and release as he was in the welfare of 
souls. 

When the Spirit of God spoke Paul was 
in desperate circumstances, a prisoner, 
bound, and about to make his last trip to 
Rome, there to be sacrificed as a Chris- 
tian martyr, but he did not argue his 
cause to try to seek his release; he pre- 
sented the truth to the magistrate, to 
the governor, and he reasoned with Felix 
of righteousness, justice, equity, temper- 
ance and judgment to come, and as sinful 
and unjust as Felix was, he trembled un- 
der the message of God from the lips of 
this prisoner, and said, “Go thy way for 
this time.” 

That was a sad mistake Felix made. In 
other words he said, as thousands are say- 
ing today, “There is time enough—time 
enough yet.” There is no time to put off 
salvation when the Spirit of God speaks. 
It is a serious thing to presume upon the 
mercy of God. 

A golden opportunity to Felix this 
was, but an opportunity that he passed 
by. He was under the conviction of the 
Spirit of God. God was dealing with his 
heart to the point he literally trembled, 
convinced of the truth of the message 
from the lips of Paul, but he said, “Go 
thy way for this time; when I have a 
convenient season, I will call for thee.”

“Train up a child in the way he 
should go: and when he is old, he will not 
depart from it,” Prov. 22:6. The question 
has been asked, ““Why should we have 
Sunday School?” This will not be hard 
to answer when we take a look into God’s 
Word. All down through the ages God 
has taught His people to lay up His 
Word in their hearts and in their souls, 
but they forget and turn and serve other 
gods. 

Of all the institutions for the training 
of the youth and influencing them for 
Christ, the Sunday School holds a place 
far higher than any other. Any attempt 
to do away with it or to make it inferior 
to any other means of extending the king- 
dom is disastrous in effect. No evangeli- 
cal method is so fruitful of results as the 
Sunday School and no other means of 
teaching the Bible is so successful of re- 
sults. The reasons for this are many. 

In the first place the Sunday School 
begins its work upon the receptive mind 
of the child, planting the seeds of the 
Christian life at the most important and 
favorable time of life. The little one who 
goes in the infant class and hears about 
the wonderful life of Christ cannot fail 
to remember that story and profit by it, 
and as the child is promoted from one 
class to another it assumes more knowl- 
edge of the Bible and deeper ideas of 
Christian living and as a youth in the 
teens it accepts the teachings of God’s 
Word and another priceless soul has been 
saved and added to the Church. 

Another reason the Sunday School 
should be encouraged and thought over 
and worked with rests in the fact that 
the rising generation is the hope for our 
future Church. The boys and girls of to- 
day are the Church workers of tomorrow. 
The youth of the land are looking to the 
elders for an example of right living and 
just so are the elders looking to the youth 
for worthy subjects for their “mantle” to 
fall upon when they are gone. 

All through the Bible appeals are made 
to the youth. Eccl. 12:1 says, “Remember 
now thy Creator in the days of thy youth, 
while the evil days come not, nor the 
years draw nigh, when thou shalt say, I 
have no pleasure in them.” 

When we recall that Christ was only 
thirty-three years of age at His death, we 
know that His youth was absorbed in the 
divine plan. He is our great example. The 
Sunday School is beyond all doubt one of 
the greatest character-building institu- 
tions in the world and yet the average 
American citizen gives less than two per 
cent of his income for this great institu- 
tion, while millions are being spent to 


erect dance halls, movie halls and beer 
shops, which are none other than places 
to lead our boys and girls into vice and 
crime and every evil work. 

Clarence H. Benson in the Sunday 
School Times says, “The chief textbook of 
the home today is the sensational news- 
paper and the child’s chief educator the 
vice, violence and vulgarity of the 
movies. Of the 78,000,000 regularly at- 
tending the movies 13,000,000 are under 
twelve years of age. There are 40,000,000 
American boys and girls from four to 
eighteen years of age. Half of these re- 
ceive no religious training whatever. 
Think of 20,000,000 being turned 
over to the devil to make murderers, 
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thieves, drunkards, gamblers, adulterers, 
or whatever he may desire to make out of 
them. It ought to cause every father and 
mother to be moved with tears and if 
they have Jesus in their lives, it should in- 
flame their zeal to get out in the high- 
ways and hedges to compel them to come 
in to Sunday School. 

It must be remembered that many chil- 
dren come into this world whose start in 
life is handicapped by evil influences 
within and without. Let us get the Word 
of God implanted in their hearts while 
young and tender and before sin gets such 
a grip upon their lives. Let us not fail God 
when the harvest is so ripe, but let us 
with the youth sing: 


“Soon will this season of rescue be o’er, 

Soon we shall go to the fair Eden shore, 

Then in the dark hour of death may it be, 

That Jesus will throw out the life line to 
thee.” 





CAoctrine

I have been impressed to write on this 
important subject. “Doctrine” means 
“teaching.” There are so many false doc- 
trines in these last days in the Pentecostal 
ranks until many say, “Who is right?” In 
John 7:17 Jesus says, “If any man will do 
his will, he shall know of the doctrine, 
whether it be of God, or whether I speak 
of myself.” 

In 1 Thess. 4:3, Paul tells us what 
God’s will is. Sanctification is what 
many so-called teachers of today don’t 
like. Thousands of people are being de- 
ceived concerning the doctrine of sancti- 
fication by false teachers. In Titus 1, 
Paul speaking about a bishop, in the 9th 
verse, says, “Holding fast the faithful 
word as he hath been taught, that he may 
be able by sound doctrine both to exhort 
and to convince the gainsayers.” If we 
stay close to God and pray and study the 
Word of God on our knees, we can be 
able to rightly divide the Word of truth 
and put each scripture in its right place. 

Eph. 4:11-14 says, “God gave some, 
apostles; and some, prophets; and some, 
evangelists; and some, pastors and teach- 
ers; for the perfecting of the saints, for 
the work of the ministry, for the edify- 
ing of the body of Christ: till we all 
come in the unity of the faith, and of the 
knowledge of the Son of God, unto a per- 
fect man, unto the measure of the stature 
of the fulness of Christ: that we hence- 
forth be no more children, tossed to and 
fro, and carried about with every wind 
of doctrine, by the sleight of men, and 
cunning craftiness, whereby they lie in 
wait to deceive.” If there ever was a time 


when the Church of God needed God- 


sent, God-anointed teachers to doctrinize 
the Church of God against false doctrines, 
it is in these last. days. 

1 Tim. 4:16, “Take heed unto thyself, 
and unto the doctrine; continue in them: 
for in doing this thou shalt both save thy- 
self, and them that hear thee.” The 
apostle Paul admonishes to “continue in 
them” (plural). The Church of God 
teaches the new birth, sanctification as 
a second work of grace subsequent to re- 
generation, the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
with the evidence of speaking in tongues, 
and divine healing. All of these are Bible 
doctrines, and many more we could men- 
tion. 

There was a_ so-called Pentecostal 
teacher at Eldorado, Ill. who had a ques- 
tion meeting some time ago. He made a 
statement that no man was vested with 
power or authority to tell another what to 
teach. I asked him what the apostle Paul 
meant in 1 Tim. 1:2, 3. “Unto Timothy, 
my own son in the faith: Grace, mercy, 
and peace, from God our Father and Jesus 
Christ our Lord. As I besought thee to 
abide still at Ephesus, when I went into 
Macedonia, that thou mightest charge 
some that they teach no other doctrine.” 
This man never did give any Bible an- 
swer. 

Paul, in 2 Tim. 4, a short while before 
he gave his life for preaching the gospel, 
charged Timothy to preach the Word. In 
verse 3 he states that the time will come 
when they will not endure sound doctrine 
but after their own lusts shall they heap 
to themselves teachers having itching 
ears. Verse 4, “And they shall turn away

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A Word of Appreciation 

We wish to thank all the people on the 
field who have cooperated with us in 
making the business here a success this 
year. We certainly appreciate this coop- 
eration. It would be impossible to make 
this business go without the loyal work- 
ers on the field to help us with their 
prayers, efforts and patronage. 

I certainly have enjoyed the Editor’s 
work. The cooperation of ‘the hands in the 
office has been everything I could ask 
for it to be. They have worked hard and 
we have gotten along good together. We 
feel that we have an efficient crew and 
they are interested in the work. We also 
appreciate the cooperation of the other 
general officials. 

THE FINANCIAL CONDITIONS 

The audit of the books is not ready at 
this time but we are giving below a few 
figures. The books were closed for the 
year on August 31. All bills that were in 
the House at that time were paid with the 
exception of a $2,578.00 balance which 
we owed the General Secretary on the 
building of the new Publishing House. 
We have paid approximately $3,700 bal- 
ance on a linotype machine, and approxi- 
mately $1,600 for a new job press. We 
also paid $1,000 to the Bible School. 
After all this we had a balance of ap- 
proximately $940.72 at the end of Au- 
gust, when the books closed for the year. 

Since the books closed for the Assembly 
year on August 31, we have had other 
bills to come in. These have also been 
paid, and the $2,578.00 due the General 
Secretary has been paid, still we have a 
nice cash balance of approximately $2,- 
135.53. These bills included a nice stock 
of Christmas cards, calendars, Bibles, etc. 
the proceeds of which will go on next 
year’s work. Sixty tons of coal for this 
winter has already been bought and paid 
for. We feel grateful for what we have 
been able to accomplish and it has been, 
first, by the help of the Lord, and, sec- 


ond, by the help and cooperation of the 
people on the field and the employees of 
the House. 
EVANGELS 

During this year we have printed 555,- 
650 Evangels. At present we have 8,935 
subscriptions on our list, besides what we 
sent out in rolls and to the foreign fields. 
We have received many letters telling of 
the blessing the Evangel is to them. Peo- 
ple are healed through laying on the 
Evangel, they are strengthened in faith 
and encouraged by reading it, many have 
been enlightened or received knowledge 
on the interpretation of different scrip- 
tures through the Evangel, etc.

Hun- 
dreds of thousands have come back to 
Palestine, and others still are coming just 
as rapidly as they are permitted. This is 
all the more outstanding and wonderful 
when we consider the Jewish situation as 
it existed only a few years ago. Their hope 
seemed lost. They apparently had no in- 
terest in their native land. They were 
settled and seemed satisfied in other 
countries. But all at once the conditions 
about them are changed. They are now 
ready to go, yea, glad of such a privilege. 
This is according to prophecy. Jer. 3:17, 
18; Ezek. 36; Amos 9:8, 9, 14, 15. 

3. Antichrist is to appear in the world. 
Daniel refers to him as the “‘little horn,” 
Dan. 7:8-11, also the wilful king, Dan. 
11:36. Paul calls him “the man of Sin,” 
2 Thess. 2. John calls him “Antichrist,” 
1 John 2:18. In Revelation 13 he is called 
the beast out of the sea. And the follow- 
ing facts are stated, the source of his 
power, the duration of his reign, his spirit 
is described as blasphemous. He has a 
great ally, the false prophet, his manner 
of deceiving the world is described. The 
image of the beast, whom all must wor- 
ship, is given power to speak and com- 
mand the death of all who will not wor- 
ship him. All must receive the mark of 


the beast, or have no right of citizenship. 
In 2 Thess. 2:4 Antichrist is described as 
sitting “in the temple of God, showing 
himself that he is God.” In Rev. 16:10 
God’s wrath is poured upon him, he suf- 
fers great pain, but shows no sign of 
repentance. In Rev. 19:19, 20 his doom 
is described. He is cast into the lake of 
fire, and his army is slain. 


4. The nations, as they now exist, are 
to be overthrown and pass away, and 
a new order will be introduced in the 
earth. It will be the kingdom of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. Jer. 30:11; 46:28; Dan. 2: 
44;7:9; Joel 3:1, 2; Rev. 11:15; 20:1-6; 
Psa. 72:1-11; Isa. 2:1-5; chapter 11; 
Dan. 7:14, 27; Matt. 19:28; Luke 22:30. 
We believe that in the present breaking 
up of the old order, and the terrible erup- 
tions that we are witnessing in the world 
about us, the way is being prepared for 
His coming whose right it is to reign. 
Then as we see the signs appearing and 
recognize the nearness of our King, if we 
are ready may we not lift up our heads 
and rejoice at the prospect just ahead. 


5. We are to expect the rapture of the 
saints. We believe this will take place first 
in the order of events. All of the events 
mentioned are closely related. But the 
saints are caught away before the darkest 
hour comes. The Jews will be here, for the 
tribulation period is called “the time of 
Jacob’s trouble,” Jer. 30:7, and it is dur- 
ing this time that Antichrist makes a 
covenant with the Jews, Dan. 9:27, which 
he later breaks. 


The nations will head up in Antichrist. 
Their kings and armies are with him on 
that fateful day, Rev. 19:19. The saints 
having been caught up to heaven with Je- 
sus before the revealing of Antichrist, re- 
turn with Him in power and glory when 
He comes to overthrow Antichrist. Rev. 
19:11-33. Te defeat of Antichrist, the 
kings of earth and their armies, will be 
a victory for the Jews. They will now 
be free to possess their land, develop and 
enjoy it under the blessing of their King 
David—Jesus—who will be accepted by 
the whole nation at this time, Jer. 3:17; 
Hosea 3:4, 5, and His dominion shall 
reach to the ends of the earth, His glori- 
fied bride reigning with Him. Jesus will 
be King over all the earth, Psa. 72:8; 
Zech. 9:10; Rev. 11:15. What a happy 
day that will be. This is the promise of 
the Lord and that for which He taught 
His disciples to pray thy kingdom come, 
thy will be done on earth as it is heaven, 
Matt. 6:10. From the rapture it is a short 
distance across to the kingdom foretold. 
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The days of tribulation Jesus promised to 
“cut short for the elect’s sake,” Matt. 24: 
22. “Watch therefore, for ye know 
neither the day nor the hour wherein the 
Son of man cometh,” Matt. 25:13. 


Will We Pay the Price? 


Many believe that Jesus Christ is the 
Son of God. They believe the Bible to be 
the Word of God. But there can be no 
real fellowship and discipleship until there 
is a definite surrender to Christ. To 
those who believe on and accept Him, He 
is “wisdom and righteousness and sancti- 
fication and redemption,” 1 Cor. 1:30. 

When Jesus came to earth He found 
His people gorged with a religion of 
forms and ceremonies. But what a re- 
sponse they gave when the blessed Christ, 
the Son of God, was presented to them as 
Savior, Redeemer and King! They ex- 
claimed, ““We never saw it on this fash- 
ion,” and “never man spake like this 
man.” 

Again the religions of the world are 
drifting into forms and ceremonies. How 
much form and profession, but how little 
truth of Jesus revealed and manifested in 
the hearts of men and women! 

A true disciple is a follower of Jesus, 
one who seeks to be like Him—in heart, 
in spirit, in outward conduct. Such a life 
will cost us something. 

Jesus told His disciples that to bring 
salvation to the world would mean to 
Him suffering and death. Peter revolted 
at such a thought and said, “Be it far 
from thee Lord,” Matt. 16:22. This drew 
a strong rebuke for Peter, and the follow- 
ing words, “If any man will come after 
me, let him deny himself, and take up 
his cross, and follow me.” 

Those who would be like the Master 
must be willing to pay the price. Are we 
His true disciple? Are we willing to pay 
the price? Are you? How close is that re- 
lationship with Christ? It is closer than 
the most intimate friend, and nearest 
kin, “He that loveth father or mother 
more than me is not worthy of me,” says 
Jesus. 

What about the price? Jesus put self- 
denial first. Our comforts, our lusts, our 
self-indulgences. We must cease to live 
for self, and live for Him. Living for Him 
we will be living for others. 

A dear brother had this one word in 
big letters on his wall, “OTHERS.” A 
visitor asked the minister’s little boy 
where his father was. He replied, “I don’t 
know. But you will find him somewhere 
helping somebody.” Jesus asks loyalty, 
whole-hearted and continued, even to 
bearing the cross. He paid the price for 
us, the shame, the suffering and the cross, 
He endured all for us. In following Him, 
multitudes have suffered ‘“‘cruel mockings 
and scourging” and “bonds and imprison- 
ments.” Some were “‘stoned, sawn asunder,

Our Mexican Missions 
By J. H. Incram 


I am just back from another tour of 


our Mexican missions during which time 
we dedicated the new church built at 
Esperanza, Sonora, and also the one given 
to us in San Blas, Sinaloa. All of our 
churches own their buildings now with 
the exception of Hermosillo, Sonora. The 
latter named city is the capital of the 
state of Sonora, and we have had a build- 
ing lot given to us and have already 
started work on the new church. We 
were held up for the first time being be- 
cause of the rainy season and for lack of 
finances, but hope to go through with our 
building program soon after the General 
Assembly. There is quite a sad history 
connected with the church at San Blas, 
and for a time it seemed doomed to fail- 
ure, however, the Lord blessed and now 
the work is very prosperous. For exam- 
ple, a Roman Catholic lady donated us 
the use of a building when we first went 
there and she was murdered by a band of 
robbers who entered her home unawares. 
Then another Catholic man got saved and 
made us a deed, or rather turned over 
the papers to a brick building about 
30x60, and then he dropped dead. The 
brother in question (Raphael M. Piza) 
was a baker by trade and ran a baker 


shop in connection. They bake bread and 
cakes in the early morning hours to sell 
during the day then we break the bread 
of life evenings and Sundays. The busi- 
ness has prospered so much __ because 
of this move for the Church of 
God that they cannot supply all their cus- 
tomers with bread and have had to hire 
another baker. The meetings are going 
good also, with several saved lately and 
a number having received the Holy Ghost 
baptism. I think there were around five 
or six praying through each night for 
a while. 


The churches in Mexico are still under 
severe restrictions. The Catholics are the 
hardest hit, and I believe we have been 
shown more tolerance than any other 
evangelical body in the states of Sonora 
and Sinaloa where our work is established. 
All Catholic schools have been closed, in- 
cluding monasteries and nunneries. So 
they have no means nor ways for training 
others for the priesthood. Priests are not 
permitted to wear their clerical dress on 
the streets, and their activities are very 
limited. 


The laws of Mexico prohibit a11 
foreigners from preaching under penalty 
of fine and deportation. However, the 
Lord has helped us to dodge many of the 
technicalities that would otherwise af- 
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fect us likewise. One must be native-born 
to preach, and must pay a professional tax 
that ranges from around $10.00 a month 
to $50.00 a month in Mexican currency. 
We only have one preacher in the Church 
of God so far that has had to pay. He is 
assessed $10.00 monthly, and I think the 
permit issued requires $1.50 in govern- 
ment stamps. I am afraid some of us 
would come up short with our preaching 
if we had to pay for the privilege at that 
rate. The government holds titles to all 
church property and can put you out at 
any time. Many churches have already 
been confiscated and turned into schools, 
warehouses, etc. I saw one filled with 
grain clear to the ceiling. Some are used 
for meetings places by communistically 
inclined labor groups. These restrictions 
have only affected the Catholic church 
in some ways and otherwise the Protes- 
tant people, especially the Pentecostal 
folks, have experienced great revivals 
during these times of persecution. You 
might be interested in knowing that we’re 
on a deal to take over a group of churches 
comprising about seventy-five congrega- 
tions with some 7,000 members enrolled. 
I am just back from Mexico City where 
we were in conference with the general 
officials and reached an agreement to call 
a general representative meeting to con- 
sider the move. We are also on another 
deal to take over another group of 
churches about forty in number with an- 
other enrollment of some 3,000 members. 
The work is all self-supporting and there 
are two Bible Schools, with most of the 
churches housed in their own buildings. 
Make this a matter of prayer, please.

their ears from the truth, and shall be 
turned unto fables.” That is the condi- 
tion of today. The apostle was warning 
Church of God people. There are many 
today in our own ranks who are letting 
down; many of the laity and preachers 
are getting light and chaffy. I have heard 
preachers, I mean Church of God preach- 
ers, get behind the sacred desk and tell a 
lot of jokes to get the people laughing, 
tickling their ears. The Word of God 
condemns it. 

Titus 2:7, 8, “In all things shewing 
thyself a pattern of good works: in doc- 
trine shewing uncorruptness, gravity, sin- 
cerity, sound speech, that can not be con- 
demned; that he that is of the contrary 
part may be ashamed, having no evil 
thing to say of you.” Eph. 5:4, “Neither 
filthiness, nor foolish talking, nor jesting, 
which are not convenient: but rather giv- 
ing of thanks.” That is the reason many 
ministers’ preaching doesn’t go out and 
reach the lost. And another thing is that 
some preachers are too familiar with the 
opposite sex. 

Several years ago when I was hungry 
for the Holy Ghost there came an evan- 
gelist to my home church. Every one was 
carried away with him. He was a good 
singer and a good preacher. There were 
twenty-five or thirty in the altar, many 
getting saved, sanctified and filled with 
the Holy Ghost, but along in the meeting 
I noticed him cornering off young mar- 
ried women and girls and having a big 
time laughing and talking with them. I 
came very near getting my eyes on him 
and not getting the Holy Ghost.

The 
deacons went to the pastor and wanted 
him to stop him,and close the revival but 
there was such an interest he insisted on 
the meeting going a few nights longer. I 
have given this to show that it won’t do 
to get our faith in man, it makes no dif- 
ference how they preach and run all over 
the platform and shout. I have heard re- 
marks made about preachers not talking 
to the brothers but all the time talking to 
young women, laughing, jesting, and jok- 
ing with them. It hurts me to see things 
like this going on among some of our 
preachers. 

2 Tim. 1:13, “Hold fast the form of 
sound words, which thou hast heard of 
me, in faith and love which is in Christ 
Jesus.” This is on the line of sound doc- 
trine. If the Church of God is ever to be 
perfected the ministry will have to 
preach sound doctrine and practice what 
they preach. I am not criticizing all the 
preachers but there are some who are 
guilty. The Word of God says, “Let not 
your good be evil spoken of,” Rom. 14: 
16, and referring again to 1 Tim. 4:16, 
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“Take heed unto thyself, and unto the 
doctrine; continue in them: for in doing 
this thou shalt both save thyself, and 
them that hear thee.” To “take heed” 
means to put into practice the whole 
Word of God. Jesus told Satan in the wil- 
derness that man shall not live by bread 
alone but by every word that proceedeth 
out of the mouth of God, Matt. 4:4. 
Prov. 4:2, “For I give you good doc- 
trine, forsake ye not my law.” 
Referring to false doctrines, 1 Tim. 4: 
1 says, ““Now the Spirit speaketh express- 
ly, that in the latter times some shall de- 
part from the faith, giving heed to se- 
ducing spirits, and doctrines of devils.” 
False teachers are sowing the country 
down with their ‘“‘no-hell” literature. An- 
other false doctrine is that Jesus is the 
Holy Ghost and Father, that they are all 
the selfsame person. Another is against 
the literal and personal reign of Christ 
here on earth a thousand years. Many of 
these false doctrines are being taught by 
Pentecostal teachers. Another dangerous 
doctrine is that all people have to do is 
to believe that Jesus Christ is the Son of 
God, be baptized, and join the church, 
with no change of heart. Another teaches 
that mankind can’t live free from sin. 
There are many more we could mention 
but space will not permit mentioning all 
of them. Let’s be careful how we preach 
for we must give an account for all un- 
sound doctrine and every idle word.
